A 
plebiscite will suffice. Universal suffrage; 
artfully managed by martial law, will suf- 
fice. General Grant will be substantially 
a Presidential Autocrat, a Military Dicta- 
tor, a Proconsul, or an Emperor, as hap- 
pens to suit the whim or temper of the 
times. At this moment he doubtless does 
not himself take in the whole idea. His 
mind is engrossed with present gain. He 
is a.greedy, parsimonious man, a very 
matter-of-fact and unimaginative man, who 
wisely provides for to-day, taking little 
heed of to-morrow until the exigencies of 
to-morrow arrive, when they will find 
him at least full-handed. We dare say 
that the details of his scheme, beyond the 
work to be done next year, have never un- 
folded themselves to him. But the record

Then, when he has broken 
down the spirit of freedom at the South, 
it is as like as not that he will make terms 
with us and us as agents to help 
him conquer the North precisely as we 
have been comquered. ANDY JOHNSON 
tried this and failed, and as far as the 
South was concerned, succeeded in bring- 
ing to his support men who hated him 
worse than anybody hates Grant. But 
GRANT will have more power, and he 
will use it to better purpose than Joux- 
son.

SCIENTIFIC. 
Progressive Atomic Development—An 
Answer to Darwin. 

Few men who have not kept well up with the 
periodical literature of the day have any just 
idea at the immense sway which has been gained 
within a short period past by the doctrine of 
evolution. 

A large portion of the scientifie world have 
falien in directly with Mr. Darwin, adopting his 
theory of eyolution and the hypotheses of nat- 
ural and sexual selection which he has advanced 
as the probable mode of its accomplish- 
ment. Put more remarkable still, among 
all the men of prominence who have written 
against Darwinianiam, avowedly in the interests 
and in defense of the Bible, embracing such men 
as St. George Mivart, and the scientific contrib- 
utors to the leading British and American re- 
views, there ia scarcely one who does not admit 
thet man has descended genetically from the 
lower animals. 

The only difference between them and Mr. 
Darwin is thet, while he contends that man has 
reached his present condition the pres- 
ervation of the most favorable of a vast number 
of infinitesimal and fortuitous variations, they 
maintain that from time to time, at various 


came into existence as the child of an ape. And 
this is the best explanation that any scientific 
man grappling fairly the facts bearing upon the 
subject has heretofore been able to offer; yet 
there are few men who will be able to see any- 
thing better in it than a surrender of the whole 


question. 
In the session for 1800 and '70 of the Medical 
Department of the University of Louisville an 


prize of a geld medal, and in which, without ref- 
erence to Mr. Darwin, he proposed an erplana- 
tion of the principal facts upon which the doo- 
trine of the deseent of man has been based: 
upon principles im entire accord with all the 
facts of science and every teaching of the Sorip- 
tures. This work, which is shortly to be laid be- 
fore the public, the author has lately amplified 
80 as to cover the entire question of evolution. 

The ground-work of the Darwinian theory, and 
the wall before which every assailant has hither- 
to been discomfited, is the fact that in the course 
of embryonic development the human being 
passes typical forms of various lower 
animals; that, in his most perfect form, man 
bears in his body various imperfectly developed 
parts, called rudiments, are obviously ves- 
tiges of similar stractures im lower animals, and 
that in nearly all ceses where variations from 
the normal standerd occur in the development 
of the human body, those variations take the di- 
rection of lower animals. 

Take away these classes of facts, and no the- 
ory of evolution could stand fora moment. Nat- 
ural and sexval selections are merely expiana- 
tory—the mere fringe-work of the fabric. 

Darwin, Haeckel, and many others of the ad- 
vocates of evolution, have laid down a certain 
line along which they claim the genealogy of 


man must be traced; and this line, every one 


who accepts the theory of evolution must admit 
to de the true line of man's descent. In this 
line they claim is embraced, first below man, 
some species of ape belonging to the old world, 
then the descending species of ape and monkey 


down to the lemuridac, after that the marsupi- 


als, then the monotremata, and finally, through 
an obscure series of reptiles and fighes, the as- 
cidian, or jelly fish. 

This Une, it will de at once perceived, does not 
and can not embeace either birds or any herbi- 
vora. Yet there af@ cases of reversion authen- 
tieally recorded where human beings have borne 
the closest resemblance to the latter classes of 
animals. One of these was a case of a remarka- 
ble reversion toa sheep, being that of an idiot 
girl, and in another case an idiot girl bore a most 
striking resemblance to a coose; and these and 
similar cases have been urged with great earnest- 
ness as evidence in favor of evolution. But it is 
contended in the work before us that the fact of 
reversions being found among human beings to 
anfthals, from which all parties unite in declar-

Capsequently, every species of animal or vag- 
etable having once used all the essential or plas- 
tic atoms capable of being modified or impressed 
by the vital powers of the individuals oompos- 
ing it, ceased to exist by the terms of tte exist. 
ence. 

Qut of the atoms and forces next below its 
grade, the Creator has made each separate spe- 
cies of being and endowed it with the power of 
reproducing its kind. 

It is evident that whatever God creates must 
continue in some form to exist until He uncre- 
ates it—until He subsumes it into His creative 
will. If, then, instead of annihilating the vital 
force of lower beings, or suffering it to accumu- 
late in space, He used each as a step in the. cre- 
ation of the next, the same outlay of creative 
powers that made the highest—that made man— 
had already made all organic beings below man; 
that is upon the supposition that life in the 
world is a perfect scale, just as in climbing to 
the top of a ladder, the same outlay of 
strength that enables us to reach the 
topmost round, has already enabled us to reach 
every round below the topmost. And this ae- 
cords with what we know of. the economy of the 
Creator's works, 

Dr. S. then proceeds to give by this theory aa 
explanation of the phenomena previously re- 
ferred to, as the basis of the doctrine of evolu- 
tion. 

» bave already,” says he, “quoted Mr. Dar- 
winas stating that it is dificult to believe that 
the two simple, minute, primitive tubes (of the 
nterus) ‘could know how to grow into two dis- 
tinet organs if they bad not formerly passed 
through a similar course of development.’ And 
I would ask further, how could a simple cell 
‘row how’ to grow up through all the stages 
of development exhibited in the embryo, into 
that wonderfully complex structure, the human 
ody, unless the atoms employed had been im- 
pressed or traitied by having passed through a 
s*milar course o! development, unless they 
had found, through a part of their journey, a 
groove, or a beaten path, in which to travel? 
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To illustrate the manner in which, by 
this means, vestices o. lower animals are loft 
in the bodies of men, let us suppose that by 
slow gradations across a trackless country a 
distant destination is to be reached by a number 
ot men. For some definite and sufficient reason 
they go a short distance and make there a post 
or station. Another time, and for like reasons, 
they advance a little further and somewhat out 
of the way, but still in the same general direc- 
tion, and there establish another post; and so on 
to the end of their journey. We reasonably con- 
cludé that at each advance they would continue 
to travel along the path already made, as far as 
it extended, although a little out of direction, 
and this even after they had reached their far- 
off destination, as by foliowing this path no oce 
would be so likely to miss the way. — 

Do if we suppose that the peouliar atoms of or- or- 
organisms were first made to advance a little 
way to form some plant or animal, say an insect, 
and then to advance and enter into the forma- 
tion of a fish; and then again a marsupial, an 
ape, and finally a. man, we can see how it is that 
these atoms, with their forces, will still follow 
the same general direction in taking their posi- 
tion in the embryo, and thus would be marked 
in their peth, traces of their easlier stopping 
points. 

“And as it is probable in our illustration that 
the advancing tide of fravel will each time, 
when coming in sight of one of their former 
stations, take a shorter path by turning off be- 
fore reaching it, being out of line as it is, so we 
may suppose that the atoms and forces that go 
to build a human being continue to proceed 
somewhat in the direction of lower animals, but 
depart to their general and lawful direction be- 
fore reaching their previous stopping places, and 
thus leave them as dim way-marks in the prog- 
ress of development. 

In our illustration, however, the travel each 
time is not altogether to one station, but from 
the first starting-point, and from each station 
subsequently, a part of the travel diverges to 
points more or less off of the general direction. 

But as only such part of these stations as are 
in the general line will be embraced in the final - 
ly det rmined highway, such as have traveled 
previously to these off-etations will now go along 
with the general tide, and their stations will not 
be marked on the final great highway Occa- 
sionally, however, one will stray off on bis old 
path and reach his old station, though not as 
one having started for it, but bearing evidence 
in his outfit and equipment that he had set out 


to go further, and bad reached that point by 


reason of some error. 80, though man has de- 
scended from lower at, ud DY genesis but by 
creation, yet that descent is more nearly direct 
from some classes of animals than from others; 
and he will, therefore, bear in his organism more 
frequent traces of those from which he has di- 
rectly descended than ofjthose from which he 
has descended more indirectly. Thus, while we 
might expect constantly tq see in man's body 
and mind traces of the quadrumana, or mars 
upiais, or fish, we would expect only by some 
error of growth to find in his organism traces of 
the peculiarities of birds or ruminants." 

Dr. S. maintains, also, that if the vital force 
differs from the common force of nature, sume 
such view as here advanced must be 
demonstrably true. If wo have a 
pound of ice and just heat enough to melt it, 
we can not with the product of that melting dis- 
solve also another pound, but must derive our 
heat from other sources; much leas could the 
heat that barely melted one pound be divided up 
into the melting of thousands aud millions. 

Let us then, for sake of further illustration, 
adopt for a moment the revolting thought that 
man and all other animals come by genesis from 
the jelly-fish; and further, that that fish was pos- 
sessed ofa vital force different from the com- 
mon force of nature (heat, light, electricity, &c.), 
but that outside of its organism there existed no 
more vital force. This done and we are driven 
to the most absurd conclusion, that the vita 
force of that jelly-fish has been divided ito in- 
conceivable billions of parts, and the parts all 
the time increasing in magnitude. 

We have not time to consider the arguments 
adduced to prove that the vital force differs 
from the common correlated force of nature. 

Natural Selection” in turn is taken up and the 
conclusive arguments of Mr. Mivart and others, 
together with some original ones, are arrayed 
against it. 

“Sexual Selection” is attacked upon principles 
entirely new. 

By “sexual selection“ is understood the hy- 
pothesis laid down by Mr. Darwin to account 
for all differences between the sexes of animals 
in the matter of beauty, strength and such like 
characters, as well as for all beauty, whether of 
voice, form or feature that does not render 3 
possessor the “fittest to survive.“ This, Ur. 
Darwin claims, is caused for the most part by 
the females choosing the most attractive me les. 

In the work before us it is first shown that 
there is great differencein secondary sexual 
characters among plants. For instance, the 
male hemp-stalks differ greatly from the female. 
and after they have been dead for weeks, the fe- 
males are still green and flourishing. 


It ia next shown that in the nature of things it 
is impossible for secondary sexual charactera to 
have been produced by sexual selection. 

If all animals came from jelly fish the females 
must have acquired their tastes by ac- 
cideat; and, as the beauty of the 
males was developed by. fortuitous steps 
the cage comes clearly under the laws which 
govern acoidents. After a thorough discussion 
this law is illustrated by supposing a man to 
start from London to Liverpool, being required 
to travel underthe foliowing conditions: He is 
to take a coin and throw for each step; when he 
throws heads he is to tage a step forward, when 
he throws ‘‘tails" he is to take one step back- 
ward. It is plain to every one who has given the 
subject a moment's thought that the jousney 
never could be accomplished. The case of those 
men who heve attempted a defense of revela- 
tion, and at the same time have admitted the 
truth of evolution, is next taken up, and the

craven subserviency to the lawless, wholly 
neglect theirs. 

The grand jury of Fayctte county has been 
in session and gone out of existence since the 
election. So far as I am informed the net re- 
sult of their investigations into the riots in 
Lexington and country precincts on the day 
of election, was the return of an indictment 
against a Republican for inciting a riot at-a 
county precinct, — he had been for only 
a few minutes to v the mostof the day 
being — in cone 15 and returning from 
town after purchasing a coffin for his dead 
brother-in-law, and who was not actually at 
the time of the firing within half a mile of 
u here it occurred. But notwithstanding one 
negro was killed and others shot, a white 
Democrat having been wounded in this diffi- 
culty, was a suff! ot incentive to attach the 
blame to a Repu. un. 

Far be it from me to prejudge this case. If 
the evidence justified the return of such an 
indictment, it is 2 that it should have 
been made; but does it not appear to an un- 
prejudiced mind that sufficient material was 
jurnished in this county on the day of election 
out of which eould have been fashioned more 
than one indictment. The remedy for all 
these evils is not 
from the face of the earth, nor in filling prison- 
houses with Democrats, but eradicating the 
evils, in themselves small, that lie at the bot- 
tom of the whole trouble. No peace or 
3 individual or general, can 
% expected iu any community or 
State, when the honesty and iategrity 
of individual members of elther 
1 party are iovsely assailed by mem- 

ers of the other. A Democrat should not 
believe every Republican corrupt, vicious and 
an enemy; nor should a Republican believe 
every Democrat dishonest, insincere and un- 
worthy of any rights or privileges. Mutual 
concessions should be made, and forbearance 
practiced. Passionate appeals, excited har- 
angzues and heated discussions but add fuel to 
the flames that are already fast destroying the 
labor, the industry — * and the general 
prosperity of the Stat Those who would 
climb to power over the bodies of their neigh- 
bors are not desirable leaders.

How easy it is to do away with the irritating 
cause of a great of nderstanding, 
hard feeling, and bickerings by admitting the 
testimony of all persons before all the courts 
of the Commonwealth subject only to the 
safeguards that judicious legislation have 
thrown around the witness box 

‘egro testimony fully — and freely ad- 
mitted in all the courts ot the Commonwealth, 
carrying with it that weight all evidence is enti- 
tled to until impeached, with speedy, unbiased, 
and unprejudiced trials where colored people 
are parties, would do away with the necessity 
of transferring cases from the State to the 
Federal Court. Such action upon the part of 
the party in powerin Kentucky, by the very 
surrender of an absurd pre judice, would be the 

st assurance that justice “even-handed” 
would hold sway in all the courts of the Com- 
monwealth. 

The officers of the Federal Courts, would 
be glad to be relieved of transferred cases, 
which don't belong to the legitimate business 
of that court, but have been temporarily en. 
grafted thereon, awaiting the future action of 
the State. The wheels of progress revulve 
slowly through Kentucky soil, and it behooves 
the clear-headed men of both parties to see 
that they do not become fastened in the mire. 
Patience and mutual forbearance will accom- 
push wonders, I know that there are many 
good men of both parties who have the 
co and prosperity of the State close at 
2,eart, but are hampered in their every move 
by the foolish, passionate and ill-advised ac- 
tion of many, who hold positions enabling 
them, were they 80 disposed, to accomplish 
much good. I have yet an abiding faith that 
impracticables and evil-doers will ere long be 
compelled by that true Kentucky sense of 
justice—that has never yet pointed astray 
when fully aroused—to assume the level — 
worthlessness demands, and that the manag 
ment of affairs will be emrusted to men wh 
are not blinded by prejudice and hate, — 
who can look beyond selfishness, petty jeal- 
ousies and malice, that the general welfare 
may be advance

FIRE-PANIC. 


The Children in — 1 
School Frightene by False 
Alarm. 

A penic oecurred among the scholars of the 
Seventh ward school yesterday, about 12 o'clock, 
that made the whole neighborhood of Fifth and 
York etreets temporarily a scene of wild excite- 
ment. One of Miss Jennie Howe's scholars, in 
the third story, named Minnie Barton, was 
taken suddenly with a spasm. The teacher un- 
derstood the nature of the attack and instantly 
called to some of the girls for water. The girls, 
too, commenced calling for water as several of 
them ran hastily toward the bucket. Others in 
the room, not understanding the cause of the 
confusion, rushed into the hall and cried 
“water” and flre.“ The cry of ‘‘fire,” 
“fire” was instantly cauhgt up by 
the pupils in the adjoining rooms, 
and tl ey rushed panic-stricken from their seats 
and pell-mell down the stairs, screaming as they 
went.

The scholars onthe ground floor, when they 
heard the thundering tumult upon the stairs, and 
the frightful screaming of their schoolmates, 
terrified at the thought that the house 
was falling in upon them, ran for their 
hves out intojthe street, closely followed by the 
head of the panic-stricken column of girls and 
boys still rushing headlong down the stairway. 

Some person outside who bad already caught 
the cry ran to the Sixth-street engine-house and 
gave the alarm. The bell sounded and the en 
cine was soon upon the spot—befere the coufu- 
sion had subsided. No one seemed to know the 
real condition of things, and the firemen com- 
menced preparing for action before it was known 
to be a false alarm. 

Dusing the excitement most cf the teachers 
seemed to preserve their self-possesmon, and eu- 
deavored to calm the tumult and to prevent 
the precipitate flight of the scared youngsters. 
But all efferts to that end were in vain, so pow- 
erful and impetuous was the rush for safety. 

While the excitement was at its highest pitch 
a party of the Japanese Gymnastic Troupe ar- 
rived upon a visit to the school, and their amaze- 
mept can be well imagined as they rede up into 
the midat of the scere. 

The children were seattered in every direc. 
tion, moving toward their homes. A few came 
back at the ringing of the bells, some loitered 
around to get a peep at the Japs, and some re- 
mained to see the end of the affair. The bell 
rang repeatedly for order; but, finally, the teach- 
ers finding it almost impossible to get the little 
ones to settle down into the usual calm routine 
of the school, suffered themto disperse for the 
rest of the day.

Committees 
are being formed to canvagsa the various wards, 
and each man owes it to his city and to his own 
best interests to determine at once gpon 2 lib- 
eral subscription of stock. It will 
return an dundred ways to his 
direct and indirect advantage. Enterprises 
of thisfcharacfer have proved grand successes 
in other cities, and there is no reason why one 
should not succeed inthis. Let each individual 
feel it his duty to help on this endeavor, and the 
work will be short and successful, and Louisville 
will soon place herself where she belongs—in the 
van of manufacturing and commercial cities. 


Sabbath Evening Lectures on the Old 
Testament Scriptures. 

Rev. Stuart Robinson, on last Sabbath night, 
delivered his introductory lecture on the Old 
Testament Scriptures, in hia own church, corner 
of Second and Broadway, commencing with the 
Ist chapter of Genesis. The lecture was exceed- 
ingly able, and necessarily full of interest to 
those who desire to learn how to read the Bible 
intelligently. His method of exposition differs 
from chat usually adopted by ministers in ex- 
expounding the Scriptures. He does not attempt 
to give a critical exposition of each verse or any 
given number of verses, but rather translates 
the Scriptures into the language of the people, 
giving expression to the modes of thought cur- 
rent in the various eras of civilization in which 
the Bible was written, tracing the history of re- 
demption revealed at “sundry times and in 
divers manners in its development, from the 
first gospel promise in Eden to the incarnation 
of the Son of God. 

This is the fourth time in his ministry that Dr. 
Robinson has undertaken this work, and he 
stated, on Sabbath evening, that 175 time he 
bas found the study of the Bible, in this form, 
to increase in interest to himself; that most 
books, even the most profound of them, he 
could master in one or two readings; but the 
Bible was an unfathomable mine of truth, ever 
evolving thoughts, not seen before, which, to 
his mind, was one ot the most ee proots 
of its divine origin.

Retreated Through a Wendows 

Yesterday morning a negro man named Robert 
Hope, who lives on the second floor of a building 
on the corner of Clay and Marshall streets, went 
to a neighboring grocery and got drunk on apple- 
jack.

They are Louisville Arma, however, and have 
their headquarters and transact their main bus- 
inees here. 

We announced the other day the opening of 
the season by several Six have com- 
menoed killing up to this time, Theseason be 
gine a very little later than usual, owing to the 
weather, and the latter now is not favorabie for 
operations im this line. There have been some 
changes in the trade since last season, ons firm 
having sold out, and a member of an old firm 
having purchased an interest in another estab- 
1 shment besides the one with which he has been 
long connected. But the busy season opens 
under pretty much tie same t and 
with about the same capacity for work as the 
last. 

Our packing houses never have all worked up 
to their full capacity, and are not likely to do so 
this year. But the prospects are good fora 
larger business this scason than the last. It is 
estimated that if the calculations of the pork 
men turn Qut correct, about three hundred thou- 
sand hogs wi be killed in Louisville before the 
s:ason closes. There were only about two hund- 
red and forty thousand slaughtered here last 
year. We do not know of a house that has not 
made preparations to do as much as it did last 
season, and nearly all are counting upon doing 
considerably more. 

Some packers say that there will be ten per 
cent. more bogs this year than last; others tusist 
that though the hog crop will show a large in- 
crease in Indiana and throughout the North- 
west, there will be a decrease in Kentucky; 
while one gentleman, a member of one of our 
leading frina, informed us yesterday that he ex- 
pected to get more hogs, proportionately, from 
those localities in which the agents had reported 
a falling off in the crop than in others where ne 
decrease was claimed. Last year Louisville got 
fewer hogs than usual from Indiana, but this 
season there is an immense corn crop, which is 
selling at very low prices,and which can be 
made more profitable to the farmer by being put 
into pork than by being sent to market in any 
(ther way. This, it is claimed, will cause the 
farmers of Indiana to fatten every hog they can 
get hold of, and will thus vastly increase the 
number driven to the slaughter pens. The same 
‘s said of the Northwest generally. 

Probably twenty per cent. of the hogs 
slaughtered here come across the river, and the 
increasing facilities for bringing them in this di- 
rection will of course proportionately increase 
the receipts from that quarter. The corn crop 
is said not to be so favorable in this State, and 
therefore the count of marketable hogs will not 
be so large. Tennessee also sends a large num- 
her of hogs to this market. 

The packers of Louisville are now paying 
more for hogs than is being paid at any other 
point. Prices heve range from 4 to 4% cents. 
One gentleman bought several lote yesterday at 
4, and a fine lot at 4. and others are purohas 
ing at the same figures. In Cineinnati the mar 
ket is quoted as weak at 4 to 4 1-5. This was 
more or less the case, we believe, last year—the 
Louisville market offering almost uniformly the 
highest rates quoted. The prices paid this sea- 
son are so much less than those of last year as 
to allow the handling of a vast amount more pork 
with the same capital. The price last year was, 
in round numbers, six cents, or nearly fifty per 
cent. higher than the present price. If money is 
as plentiful and available as it was last season, 
the same establishments will be able to usea 
much larger number of hogs than they did then, 
and probably more than they will be able to get. 

The pork business in Louisville differs from 
that of other places in the fact that there are no 
“rib sides put up here. “Rib sides are those 
in whieb, the backbone of the hog being cut in 
two lengthwise, half.is left on each side. There 
is no market here for these “rib sides. and 
the:efore the only brands prepared are those 
kcown as Fear rib” and “c'ear sides. 

The pork moge t of Louisville does not equa 
the demands of the market. Last year this mar- 
ket used nearly half a million of pounds, pro- 
dueing only about half that amount. But our 
packing establishments have the capacity to 
produce neaily, if not quite, as much as is sold 
in the market if they could get the hogs 


their business is carried onina different man- 
ner from tbat of the packers of other places. In 
Chicago, for instanee, the stock is kept moving. 
A packer buys a thousand hogs, transforms them 
into pork. sells the pork, and buys 
more hogs to go through the same pro- 
cess. He carries on a pork manufac- 
tory as other men carry on manufactories of 
other articles, disposing of his stock as it is pre- 
+ pared for de market, and keeping up the supply 
by making more. Here our wealthy pork princes, 
our leading firms, make large amounts of pork, 
and if the market does not sult them. store their 
stock and wait for better prices. In Chicago. 
also, slaughtering is a @istinct branch of the bus- 
iness. The hogs are sold to the slaughter-pens, 
and the packer buys from the man who kills the 
animals. Here the packers have siaughter-pens 
of their own. 

We have gathered these items in the course of 
eonversations with several of the leading pork 
men of the city, and, as the opening season ren 
ders the subject of particular interest at this 
time, we give them for the benefit of those of our 
readers who may not know the facts men- 
tioned. 


Louisville Coilege of Pharmacy. 

A very important new enterprise is about to 
75 inaugurated in our city. We refer to the es- 
ablishment of a school of pharmacy, an insti- 
tation for giving instruction in the various 
branches of science required to fit young men 
for the intelligent and efficient discharge of the 
duties of apothecary. 

This institution has long been needed in the 
West, and its usefulmeses will be especially ap- 
preciated now, as there is every prospect for the 
enactment of a law compelling all who desire to 
exereise the calling of druggist and apothecary, 
to unc ergo a rigid exami:a‘ion before having a 
license granted them to practice that profession. 
We have seen what a stir the 
enforcing of “a similar law last 
summer in New York, made among the druggists 
when over a third of them were probibited from 
compounding physicins’ prescriptions on ac- 
count of deficient pharmaceutical education. 
The board of trustees of the Collece of Phar- 
macy have secured an able faculty of professors 
and a complete museum of Materie Medica, as 
well as a thoroughly appointed chemical aud 
pharmaceutical laboratory. The session will be 
opened by the introductory lecture of Prof. 
Jenkins on the evening of the 13th inst.
